New York Politician Wanted 
$5,000 Flat and Commission 
on Every Gallon Sold. 


New York. November 23.—Fillmore 
Condit. for nine years the New. York 
agent of the Union Oil company of Cali- 
fornia, a Los Angeles concern, is ex- 
pected to be a witness before the grand 
jury tomorrow in District Attorney 
Whitman’s investigation of charges 
that Tammany Hall “sandbagged” con- 
tractors on state highway and barge 
canal work into making campaign con- 
tributions. 

Through Condit's story, supplemented 
by testimony in the pending John Doe 
inqdiry, the prosecutor, it was stated on 
authority today. seeks the indictment 
of an.up-state politician whose name 
has figured in testimony pointing to al- 
leged graft, under the law forbidding 
solicitation of political contributions 
from corporations 

It was testified in the John Doe pro- 
ceedings Friday that Condit had been 
promised that a sale of his company’s 
asphalt to state contractors would be 
negotiated if would make a $5,000 
campaign contribution to the democratic 
state committee and pay a commission 
of 1 per cent on every gallon the con- 
tractors might use. Condit has given 
to the district attorney, it was learned 
today, his version of the affair. 

Condit is understood to have told Mr. 
Whitman that an up-state politician 
came to his New York office in August, 
1912, and told him that in September 
bids were to be opened on about 500 
miles of highway contracts. Specifica- 
tions were to be so written, Condit said 
he-wWas told, that five companies would 
be “let in” if they agreed to terms pro- 
nosed. In the+case of the Union Oil 
company of California, Condit declared 
he was informed, the “terms” were 
those described in the John Doe testi- 
mony Friday. The campaign contribu- 
tions were to be made at once and the 
commissions were to be paid as the ma- 
terial was furnished. 

Condit said he told his visitor that 
commissions probably would amount to 
$15,000. and he decided later to turn 
down the proposition:

Elberton, Ga., November 23.—-(Spe- 
clal.)—While preaching here tonight 
to the North Georgia conference, when 
1.200 people were present, Dr. 
John Bradley Robins, pastcr of Trinity 
Siuurch, Atlanta, was stricken with 
acute indigestion, from which he died 
at 9:45 o'clock. 

Urged to Desist. 

Several times during the-fifteen min- 
Robins had been speaking he 
came near falling and numbers of

| friends urged him to desist further in 


the delivery of his sermon. Leaning 


heavtly upon a table before him, h 
persisted in carrying on his discourse. 

Finally he reeled and would have 
fallen had not friends rushed upon the 
pulpit and eased him into a chair. A 
physician quickly attended and had the 
stricken pastor carried to a neighbor- 
ing house, where he died, surrounded 
by grieving friends, just one hour and 
thirty-six minutes after he had taken 
his. text to preach. 

The last words of Dr. Robins’ sermon 
nearest persons were: 

“The Captain of our salvation was 
made perfect through suffering.” 

Dr. Robins was in the midst of an 
eloquent sermon on the theme of the 
chief thought of the Apostle Paul, dis- 
cussing the text, “Jesus Christ the 
Same Yesterday, Today and Forever.’ 

Dr. Robins had been in /1l] health for 
some minths.and many. ‘friends this 
@rtérnosh pleaded with him not to 
make an effort to preach. The severe 
strain upon him in bDbuilldine the new 
Trinity church and completing the ar- 
duous work of the year was more than 
his strength could bear and the break- 
down of tonight was the climax. 

On reaching his seat by the aH «cf 
friends, Dr. J. E. Johnson, one of the 
most skillful physicians in this section 
of Georgia, was hastily summoned and 
gave attention to Dr. Robins. Dr. 
Johnson states that the overheated 
house, a disordered stomach, together 
with Dr. Robins’ enfeebled condition, 
all united in bringing about the sudden. 
stroke.

administered a hypo- 
dermic injection into Dr. Robins’ arm, 
which revived him sufficiently to be 
carried to the home of Rev. R. C. 
Cleckler, just next door to the church. 

Later In the night after his removal 
to Rev. Cleckler’s home it was learned 
that Dr. Robins was in a weaker con- 
dition than at first thought, and lay in 
a stupor, oblivious of all surroundings. 
His many friends in the church, when 
the illness came upon him, were well 
nigh panic-stricken and would cnly 
leave the church after remonstrance by 
the attending physicians. 

Many at Sedaide. 

When the end drew near, Dr. Robins’ 
bedside was surrounded by grief-strick- 
en friends, who wept as his spirit took 
its flight. 

Among those at the bedside were 
Bishop Collins Denny, Dr. J. W. Quil- 
lian, Rev. M. S. Williams, Dr. Cc. M. 
Ledbetter, Rev. J. S. L. Sappington, H. 
Y. McCord, L. H. Turner, Dr. W. P. 
Lovejoy, Rev. R. A. Edmondson, Rey. 
R. F. Edmondson and many others.

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SPEUIAL SESSION 
NEARING CLOSE 


It Will Merge Into Regular 
Session on Monday--Tariff 
Revision Only Big Work 
Done by Long ‘Session. 


special session of congress promises to 
merge into the regular winter session 
next Monday,“ with scarcely, a _ripple 
of tnterest In Washinton. “THére® has 
been a re-arranging of plans on the 
part Of President Wilson and the con- 
Bressional leaders since it became ap- 
parent that consideration of the cur- 
rency bill would continue into the reg- 
ular session, and the promised activ- 
ities along new lines, such as anti- 
trust and railroad legislation, probably 
will not manifest themselves. until 
early next year. 

Congress is already looking forward 
to the first chance it will have had to 
get a complete :ecess from work. The 
currency debate that opens in the sen- 
ate tomorrow, and all of the legisla- 
tive work that comes with a new reg- 
ular session, will be laid aside De- 
cenrber 20 for a full two weeks’ vaca- 
tion, the first since the extra session 
began last April. President Wédlson’s 
determination to drep official duties 
during that period will insure a com- 
plete cessation of work at the capitol. 


Anti-Trust Legislation. 

Details of the anti-trust program and 
the steps to be taken to strengthen the 
laws controlling railroads and railrozd 
rates, have nct been worked out, and 
will not be pressed until after the suc- 
cess of the currency bill has become 
assured. President Wilson's chief ad- 
visers in the senate are confident tnat 
a compromise will be reached in that 
body insuring support of a currenc} 
bil: that ean be accepted by the house 
and by the president. 

Until the debate and exchange of 
Views has developed pweneral support 
for an administration bill, however, 
other big legislative subjects will not 
be ailowed to distract attention. 

The long special session which closes 
at noon next »onday, has accomplished 
the passage of but one big piece of leg- 
islation, the tariff revision bill. The 
thorough consideration that has been 
given to currenoey reform, however, and 
the scope of the “educational cam- 
paign” waged in behalf of the admin- 
istration bill, has madc democratic 
leaders hopeful that the currency bill 
Can be passed in January, after but 
a few weeks of open discussion. 

The Carrency Fight. 

The public debate, which opens with 
Sendtor Owen's speech tomorrow, will 
continue but three days this week; and 
will be interrupted the following week 
for consideration of the Hetch-Hetchy 
bill, and later for the Christmas re- 
cess. When the consideration of cur- 
rency legislationis resumed January 5, 
it is the plan of democratic leaders to 
bring the senate as rapidly as possi- 
ble to a decision upon the vital princi- 
ples at issue between the various fac- 
tions. e 

The president's keen interest in the 
enactment of new anti-trust legislation 
has manifested itself through his con- 
ferences recently with house and senate 
lawyers who have made a special study 
of the Sherman law and its limitations. 
He has not gone to the length of at- 
tempting to diseuss definite legislative 
plans, however, and it is understood by 
i@aders of both houses that tne work 
during the early weeks of the new ses- 
sion is to be of a preliminary charac- 
ter, designed to bring congress and the 
president to an understanding of what 
is needed, and the scope of «the bills 
that should be introduced. 


Long Debate Over Currency. 

Members of the senate are closely 
studying the two drafts of the curren- 
cy bill submitted to the senate yester- 
day by the factions of the banking and 
currency committee. It. is apparent, 
from the close attention that has been 
given for several weeks to the curren- 
cy problem by senators of both par- 
ties, that many of them will take an 
active part in the fight that is to fol- 
low on the floor. It is believed no ef- 
fort will be made, at least for some 
time after the debate starts, to fix any 
definite time for its conclusion. 

The speeches of Senators Owen and 
Hitchcock, both democrats, leaders of 
the two factions of the senate commiét- 
tee, probably will occupy the first 
three days (of this week. Other. ars- 
cussion of the bill will be put off until 
the regular session has begun next Mon- 

ay. 

The annual appropriation biUs, which 
will hold much of the attention of con- 
gress after the regular session begins, 
are now in eourse of preparation in the 
house, Committees having charge. of 
estimates and expenditures. Prelim- 
inary work has been done on many of 
the bills, with a view to having some 


of them ready for introduction soon

El. Paso, Texas, November *23.—Gen- 
eral Francisco Villa,- rebel chieftain, 
returned from the front and spent to- 
in Juaréz. 

Villa’s army did-not return to thea 
captured Mexican barder city/ with him, 
but he declared his men weré bivouaced 
about 12 milés. south of Juarez, in a 
battle line’ 12 miles long, extending 
from east to west.. Fifteen hundred 
rebels remain in Jatarez. There would 
have been a battle Saturday at the 
point where his army is now waiting, 
the rebel leader declared, had the fed- 
erals not retreated on his approach. 

Villa: returned to Juarez this morn- 
ing to seftd fdod south ‘to his fighters 
and rejoined them tanight. 

Juarez was quiet Sunday and was 
full of Americans all day, although ab- 
solutely deserted Saturday night. A 
prize fight in the Juarez bull ring, drew 
many Americans. Assurances that no 
harm will come to Juarez or El Paso 
as a result of any fighting, are given 
constantly to foreigners by all rebel 
officials, and the best “order is being 
maintained in Juarez. 

Huerta Troops Wouldn’t Fight. 

The principal fighting that has fea- 
tured the northward advance of the 
federals took place Friday evening 
near Samalayuca, 3 miles south of 
Juarez, when a rebel scouting party 
of 100 men, under Rodolfo L. Fierro, 
moved to attack a party of federal sol- 
diers who had detrained there. Accord- 
ing to Fierro, the Huerta troops had 
unloaded two cannon from the train, 
which was the leading one in the group 
of eight which were carrying the fed- 
eral soldiers northward. 

“They turned their cannon on us when 
we were several miles away,’ says 
Fierro, who accompanied Villa to 
Juarez this morning.. “We had no ar- 
tillery, but kept moving toward them. 
My ,men were not mounted, but they 
did not hesitate a moment to go against 
the enem¢, who outnumbered us great- 
ly. Imagine: our surprise when we 
got within a mile of the train to see the 
federals reload theit artillery and back

Huerta in Desperate Straits. 

According to his intimates ne one 
realizes more fully than .General Huer- 
ta the desperate straits of-his govern - 
ment, but he has reiterated his inten- 
tion of pounding away at his enemies 
until he or they have wen. At the 
national palace the idea of interven- 
tion is scoffed at and the suggestion 
of a blockade is received with skep- 
ticism while his ports might be taken 
easily, it would be impossible for in- 
vaderg to get as far as the capital.

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BUSTING THE EGG TRUST. 


Mrs. Julian Heath, president of the Na- 
tional-League of Housewives, has gone out 
after the egg trust. Pointing to the fact that 
eggs in New York are now retailing at 45 
cents a dozen, and that they cost consider- 
ably less than half that amount when put in 
cold storage last spring, she calls upon the 
women of every state in the country to band 
together and bring the trust low. 

lt is not to be doubted that organized 
effort can accomplish something in lowering 
the price of eggs, as it can reduce visibly 
the price of every other food product. The 
work of the various consumers’ leagues in 
different and in rural districts, is 
evidence of that fact. 

But organization cannot accomplish 
everything, either with regard to the price 
of eggs or other indispensable. The 
most method is increase the 
and that can be done more 
inexpensively than with regard to any other 
food product of which we are aware. 

Georgia, for instance, could and should 
declare independence of outside sources of 
eggs supply. The state is ideally adapted to 
the poultry industry. It costs comparatively 
little to buy and maintain hens. The reve- 
nue is out of-all proportion to the expendi- 
ture. The profit to the farmers engaging in 
the industry is unfailing and uniform.

After the eggs have been produced and sold 
and put in cold storage, organization can be 
vigilant to the ends that extortion is not 
practiced in their sale. 

But the most perfectly officered associa- 
tion of housewives in the country can have 
little more than a temporary, and slight, 
effect on the egg or any other food problem, 
unless they go to the very bottom. One 
reason all kinds of food are so high in this 
country is that all kinds of food are not now 
produced in the quantities formerly obtain- 
ing. When this disparity is remedied we 
shall be getting at the hub of the problem. 


BUSINESS GOVERNMENT. 

A significant and perhaps prophetic com- 
mentary upon the political drift in- America 
is afforded in a recent address by Governor 
Glynn, of New York, before the New York 
City Chamber of Commerce. 

The man who succeeded Sulzer 
nounced that he believed in business gov- 
ernment. He said that former Senator 
Aldrich was right when he declared that 
business administration would save the pub- 
lic millions annually. He signified his wil- 
lingness to make the experiment. The one 
obstacle. as he saw it, was ability to secure 
the services of sufficient business experts 
to warrant the creation of a state commis- 
sion. If enough York business men 
volunteered to drop their private affairs long 
enough he would, he said, have them over- 
haul state procedure and recommend rem- 
edies for wastefulness and inefficiency. 

The greatest cause of breakdown in mu- 
nicipal, state federal government in 
America has been the indifference of the 
business men. The indictment seems Ssweep- 
ing, but it is founded on facts. 


an- 
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Let any vital legislation, such as tariff 
or currency, loom for consideration and the 
ignorance of cthe average business man is 
appalling. TooNyequently he delegates his 
political thinking and action to men he 
would never dream of trusting with his indi- 
vidual business. He scans government 
budgets and appropriations with an unsee- 
ing eye, whereas he raises protest if his 
own balance sheet does not tally to a penny. 
He is deceived by the veriest political char- 
latan, whereas if such a man walked in the 
door of his own business establishment he 
would be invited out. 

This conspiracy of indifference accounts 
for practicaily all the bad government we 
have been getting, for the tyranny of boss- 
ism and the thwarting of the public will. 

Fortunately, the tendency now appears 
to be in the other direction. The business 
world is now waking to politics, in, some- 
what the same degree that the world of pol- 
itics- has been awake to business. It is 
studying public problems with a little of the 
keenness it puts on private problems. It is 
becoming skeptical of specious promises. It 
increasingly requires proof. It wearies of 
buncombe and demagogy and selfish playing 
for advantage. 

Is this tendency going to eventuate in an 
era of business government? The probabili- 
ties are in that direction, and certainly the 
thoughtful citizen will bid them “God 
speed!” 

it will take the business man to cut out 
the pork barrel. It will take the business 


man to eliminate log-rolling. 
man must weed out endless extravagance 
and duplication of functions. These 
processes and others will not be material- 
ized in a day, and they can never be mate- 
riatized if partisanship is enthroned over 
patriotism. 

But that the man of business, calculating 
and exacting, takes increasing cognizance of

BIRDS THAT MAKE MONEY.

“Some time afterwards I was seated on 
mv front porch at home, contemplating the 
beauties of nature, when a man came along 
and said he was starving, ana if Id give 
him the price of a square meal he'd bless me 
to his dying day. My first impulse was to 
hand him the price, and then I reflected that 
it would be sinful to pauperize the man, 
_and invited him to go to the woodpile and 
whack up a quantity of fuel. He went back 
there without enthusiasm, and | was just 
dropping off into a sleep, when I heard an 
awful warwhoop in the back yard. Il went 
back and found my man leaning against the 
wgodshed and holding his foot in his hand. 
Hie had practically ruined that organ with 
the ax, so I sent him to the hospital. He 
was there six months and I had to pay the 
bill, for a story had got out that I made 
a starving man toil at the woodpile rather 
than give him something to eat, and public 
sentiment was so strong that there was no 
alternative.

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Big Money in Onions. 


(Minneapolis Cor. in New York World.) 

With $9,000 in the bank from one year’s 
crop of onions on 20 acres. M. Luger and Ww. 
D. Luger, farmers near Osseo, declare their 
farm has been better than a gold mine. 

Planting Red Globe and Yellow Globe 
onions, these two farmers harvested prac- 
tically 600,000 pounds of onions and sold 
them at Osseo station for $1.50 a hundred. 
The total receipts averaged $450 an acre 
which is considered a high price for Henne- 
pin county real estate. 

The onions were bought by J. B. Thomp- 
son, cashier of the Osseo State bank, and 
shipped by him to Chicago in 18 carloads. 
They brought a top market price. 

The Luger brothers are not bragging over 
their result and give much of th ecredit to 
the unusual season. “It might not happen 
again in 100 years,” said M. Luger. 

“The season was just right for an onion 
crop from start to finish. Of course, it took 
an immense amount of labor, and I would 
not attempt to say just now how much it 
cost us to raise that crop. I would not ad- 
vise anybody to count on raising such a 
vield of onions next year and plant them 
with that expectation.” 


WHEAT, BARLEY, OATS. 


“Nobody knows how oats, wheat and Dar- 
ley grows.” 

What an old rhyme this is, and how true 
a one. Why, we are only just beginning 
to discover how nutri- 
tious and wholesome 
these good cereals are 
after using them since 
before time was count- 


ed. 

Barley is known to 
the average housewife 
as a hard little grain, 
stubborn to cook and 
not of much use except 
in vegetable or clear 
soups. Of course, she 
suddenly remembers 
the doctor did order 
barley water for the 
baby last summer, 80 
maybe there is some- 
thing more to it, but 
she seldom experiments 
with it and so it re- 
mains unknown to the 
family. 

The truth is that 
barley is a better win- 
ter food for us than oats or wheat, for it 
makes carbon or fat and keeps those who it 
warm and healthy. 

Its delicious nutty flavor is extracted by 
long, slow cooking. Put a cupful to cook 
in the double-boiler, after washing it free 
of dust and starch. As barley swells to 
three times its original size, cover it with 
three cups of tepid, salted water. A very 
good way to cook barley is to start it on the 
fire and when it is cooking nicely, to trans- 
fer it quickly to the fireless cooker and let 
it steam over night. 

When it is done, each little pearly grain 
will be almost transparent and very soft. 
[t may now be dressed with sugar and cream 
or with salt and butter. . 

[It molds readily, so some persons pack 
it in little cups and serve it cold with a 
Sauce for dessert. 

At our house we like it best when it is 
steamed and then molded into a loaf shape 
and sliced like mush, and fried in butter. 
To fry it crisp and brown you must dip each 
Slice in flour and use plenty of butter ot 
dripping for frying. Serve it with maple 
Syrup or honey, and I am sure you will lik2 
it often for winter breakfasts. 

Rolled oats are usually purchased because 
scotch or whole oats and entire wheat .:- 
quire such long cooking. Now that cold 
weather is here and we have a continuous 
fire in the kitchen range, we can indulge 
in these wholesome whole grains. Both 
whole wheat and entire oats should be 
soaked an hour before they are put te cook 
Slowly in cold water. 

All erushed or broken grains must al- 
ways be started cooking with boiling water 
as this immediately bursts the starch 
grains.

Village Mail Delivery. 

(From The Enosbureg, Vt., Standard.) 

Another, attempt is being made in con- 
gress to correct the anomalous condition un- 
der which the people of villages and smaller 
cities are not accorded the benefts ef mail 
delivery and collection which is extended to 
the inhabitants of the strictly rural sec- 
tions on one hand and the larger rural cen- 
ters of population on the other. 

It will be recalled that, following the 
recommendations of the postmaster general 
and a quite general demand for action, a 
measure Known as the Griest bill was be- 
fore the second session of the preceding 
congress, that it passed the house of repre- 
sentatives, but failed of passage in the sen- 
ate. This measure provided for the experi- 
mental introduction of a town mail delivery 
system. 

The bill now before the committee on 
postoffices and post roads in the present con- 
gress goes farther than the Griest bill and 
provides: “That the postmaster general be. 
and he is hereby, authorized and directed 
to extend free delivery mail service to all 
towns and villages in the United States hav- 
ing a population of 1,000 or over that are 
not, by existing law, entitled to such free 
delivery; and for this purpose the sum of 
$10,000,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, ig hereby appropriated out of any 
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The World’s Mysteries 


HOW MANY INDIANS IN 1492? 


The question is not an unusual one as 
to how many Indians there were in America 
when Columbus reached our shores. This 
country is of such vast proportions, and at 
the present time there are such a small 
number of Indians, the original inhabitants 
of America, that for a century efforts have 
been put forth in many directions to come 
to some definite conclusion as to how many 
Indians were here originally, and if this 
country was fairly well populated, what be- 
came of the red men? 

A supposition long prevailed that the 
Indian population of North America at the 
time of its discovery was very large, some 
estimates reaching 16,000,000, and others 
still higher. That their present numbers, 
as recorded in the census reports, show so 
@reat a decrease, has been explained by a 
theory that the race is afflicted with an in- 
nate defect by which its civilization or even 
its existence in civilized environment is im- 
possible. 

The statement and the theory are prob- 
ably both erroneous. The pre-Columbian 
population was probably astonishingly small 
as compared with the enormous extent of 
territory, and during late decades, when the 
influence of civilization has been strongest, 
no important decrease has been noted: in- 
deed, some tribes which are most nearly 
clvilized have increased. Some of the re- 
ported decrease has occurred, not through 
extinction, but through absorption, a com- 
mon event in history. At the last census 


the number of Indians in the United Statesis 


given ag only 327,348. 

It may be possible that there are as many 
Indians in the United States today as there 
was in 1492, but this is hardly probable. 
It is just as truthful an assertion to say 
that the Indian has not held his own as 
to cling to a theory of a former large popu- 
lation. It must be remembered that the 
Indian of the discovery was a full-blooded, 
while the officially recognized Indian of to- 
day may be _ full-blooded, mixed-blooded, 
white man or colored man. 

At the time Columbus reached our shores, 
the population of the Indian, no doubt. va- 
ried according to the district, being natu- 


rally greater along the coast, and in rict 
agricultural regions where the means o 
subsistence were most abundant. 

The best summarizing of trustworth 
early writers would seem to make the orig 
inal Indian population east of the Missis 
sippi about 200,000. Beyond this we hav 
no reliable data for any large area, althoug 
it may be noted that so careful an observe 
as Powers estimates the Indian populatio 
of California just before the gold discov 
ery to have been greater than that of a 
the rest of the United States together. 

Some examples may be cited to 
the terrible decrease in almost every 
tion since the white man encroached 
them. In 1701, when Lawson crossed th 
Carolinas: from Charleston to Albermar! 
Sound, he found sixteen different tribes. by 
of these only two are represented today, th 
Tuscarora and Catawba. In 1834 the Paw 
nee tribe numbered 12,000: today there ar 
less than 5600. Of the 200,000 noted abo, 
as being east of the Mississippi, today ther 
are only a handful of Indians scattered her 
and there in state reservations east of thi 
mighty river. 

Conditions are practically the same ji 
the west. All that remains of some twent 
tribes of the Oregon coast are now gath 
ered into Siletz reservation to the numbe 
of 482. On the North Pacific coast the Aleut 
have dwindled within a century from a 
estimated 256,000 to a present 2.000. Th 
celebrated Haida, with thirty-nine villag 
and 7,000 souls in 1840, are now reduced | 
two villages with a population of about 60 
The chief destruction, it is believed, has bee: 
from changed conditions, new diseases an 
dissipation introduced by the white man.

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AS POLICE OF THE AIR, 
GEORGIA BIRDS ARE PICTURE

It is a pity that every 
ness man in Georgia could not have heard 
the recent Atlanta address of James Henry 
Rice, Jr., on the value to commerce of the 
birds we have been so recklessly slaughter- 
ing. Most people think bird preservation is 
purely aesthetic. Mr. Rice emphasized the 
commercial side. 

He explained what a bird was and pre- 
sented the matter in a light that had never 
occurred to the audience. He then took to 
pieces the insect-eating bird and explained 
its functions, one by one, inside and out- 
side. The bird possessed a vision keener 
than any other animal and its frame was 
a marvel of lightness and strength. The 
muS8cles were of enormous power, the great 
muscle that lowers the wing pectoralis major 
was twenty times as strong as the muscle 
that worked an athlete’s arm. The temper- 
ature was high (112 degrees) and the res- 
piration rapid. The alimentary canal of a 
tvpical insect-eater was explained and this 
showed how it was that birds could 
such vast quantities of insects in a 
something that appears impossible 
surface.

The universal distribution of birds. for 
they occur in every desert, every jungle. on 
the widest ocean reaches and on the loftiest 
mountains to the limit of plant and animal 
life, and their power of flight show their 
true function as a great air police. Swal- 
lows, swifts, nighthawks and their kind 
scour the air and reduce the teeming mil- 
lions of aerial insects: flvcatchers snap 
them as they pase#: little warblers, vireos, 
chickadees, titmice, cuckoos and others 
clean insects from the leaves; woodpeckers 
bore into the bark and pull out mining in- 
sects; the yellowhammer or flicker shoots 
his long tongue into an ant-nest and de- 
vours thousands of these pestiferous in- 
sects; larks, grackles, redwing bla@kbirds, 
bore into the ground and in marshy land 
snipe and woodcock perform the same of- 
fice. 

The tiny birds are great devourers of in- 
sect eggs. Chickadees often take from 6,004 
to 8,000 in a day’s fare. 

Insects constitute a kingdom by 
selves, so vast and terrible in extent 
human life is perpetually menaced. When 
a typical example is considered, say the 
American silk worm caterpillar, one becomes 
impressed with the reality of the menace. 
This caterpillar when full grown is as large 
as a man’s finger, but when newly hatched 
weighs one-twentieth of a grain: it is 
grown in fifty-six days, after eight molts 
of skin. During that time it has devoured 
food equal to 86,000 times its own weight, 
and if one-hundredth part of those hatched 
came to maturity all the forests of America 
would disappear in six or seven years. 

The Gypsy moth, introduced into Mas- 
sachusetts by accident by Trouvelot, threat- 
ened the extinction of the forests and the 
depopulation of the state It was brought 
in from Europe. According to the report 
of E. H. Forbush, state ornithologist, it is 
costing the state of Massachusetts .$1,000,000 
a year to fight it, and the end is far off. 

Toll of the Beetle. 

The so-called “budworm” of the farmers 
which works such havoc in the cornfields of 
Georgia was discovered in Cuba in 1834, 
where it fed on cane. Twelve years later it 
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appeared on the Isle de France off Madag 
car and made that island bankrupt in thr 
years. In 1855 it was discovered near N 
Orleans feeding on corn and from that tin 
it is an annual pest. The potato bee 
came from the Rocky mountains, whe 
came also the dreaded chinch-bug, so dreal 
ed an enemy of corn and small grain. = 
chinch-bug, said Mr. Rice. followed 
exact line through a region which had be 
robbed of its partridges, for the partrid 
is one of the few birds that wil] eat th 
malodorous insect. 

The pine bark beetle almost ruined t 
pines of Virginia and West Virginia in 18! 
and it has been mowing down the Ap 
lachians until Georgia and the Caroli 
are losing pines by the thousand. The 
ward march of the heetle has been chec 
by the yellow-bellied sa psucker. 

Any farmer will tell you, as will a 
gardener, any orchardist, that more inse 
appear than were ever before heard 
whether or not he knows the reason. 

The careful estimate of Professor M 
latt, of the bureau of entomology, sho 
that the United States last year suffered 
loss of a billion and a quarter dolla 
($1,.250,000,000) from damage to field crom 
cattle, forests and stored products throu 
the work of insects: and this does not ta ; 
into account the loss from meadow and fier: 
mice, whose depredations are often fatal, 
for example, in 1907, 50,000 acres of alfal

It is not probable that favorable action 
will be reached upon this bill during the 
present session of congress. Other matters 
of great importance are now occupying the 
full time and energy of the officials of the 
postoffice department; and in fact, it is de- 
sirable that such matters as the “jacking 
up” of #he railway mail service, which is 
far from being efficient and satisfactory, be 
given first attention. 

But the adoption of some such measure 
as the one above quoted, that will correct 
the present injustice and place all of the 
people upon an equality in the matter of 
mail service, cannot in fairness be much 
longer delayed.
